HHE SCREW PROPELLER

In 1833 Fricsson produced his first ea-
lotie engine, The selentiliec world gove
it a hoarty endorseient, Lardaer, Ure,
Furmdav and Philips gave spocial stten
!inn Lo L, pronouncigge it nn astomisting
invention. bt hefore hringing his en-
lorie engine to o high Jdegree of perfoe-
tion he was destined to make ndiseovery
that wonld revolutionize the art of steam
nuvigution.  In 18587 he built a smadl tug
forty feot hy eighty, with two serew  pro
pellers of five and a guarter foet dinme-
ter, the fivst of their Kind that had ever
boon seen. Ho invitad the British pd-
miralty to inspect lus imvetion, and towed
their barge at aorapid rate. Pheir lord-
ships, m the plenitode of their ngsembled
wisdom, solemly deeided that while the
sorew  propeller could  deive n vessel
throvgh the water at a rapud rate it could
not bo steered, Thoroughly disgusted
with the owl-like stupidity uf\ the British
ndmiralty and despairing of ever secur-
ing the ailoption of his myvention in Eng-
Jand, Er u 800 came  to Ameriea
in 1834 and ollered his
invention tu the United States govern-
ment.  He was employoed by the navy de-
partment to supervise the huilding of the
war steamer, Prineeton, in 18101 o this
vessel the serew propeller was applied
with entire success a8 well as several
other of Ericsson’s mventions, incloding
the telescope smoke-stack, & ecentrifugal
blower in the hold and n gun earriage
with e hiinery for tuking up the recoil,
They machinery of the vessel was boelow
the water line out of the reach of the ene-
my's shot.  The improvements  intro-
duced into the Primecton by the Swaedish
iventor revolutiomazed the war vessels
of all progressive nations in a very short
period, and the screw propeller eame
mnto general use for all #leam vessels ox
vept those degigned for the navigation of
the shallowest waters,  What tho Englisn
admirniity would nor adopt when Tirst
oflvred by Eviesson they were only too

rlid Lo adopt when the new steamer

rineeton prosnised to be s very  formid-
wble opponent to the best English war
Eleamers of the duy,

THE CALORIC SIHTP ERICSSON,

Having compelled the general adoption
of his serew propeller, Ericsson neain
turned his attontion to the ealore engine,
as applicd to navigation,  In 1859 bhe fiased
cmun&--tml the Lricsson, a shin ‘Jtlu fuet in
length and of 2,000 tons burden. The
trial trip from New York to Washington
wis made in the roughest woeather, the
engines being an constant  wotion for
seventy three hours and working per-
feetly during the entive trip. The con-
sumption of foel was only five tons of
conlin twentyfour hours.” The exper
moent proved a disappointment, however,
us the specd attained was not equal to
that produced by steam, und steam eon-
gines were soon after placed in the

vessel. Conyineed by this experiment
that the calorie engme could not com-

pete with steam where spesid wus re-
quired, Ericgson next turned  his atlen.
tion to applieations of the calorie prinei-
plein ¢innnels whore cheapness was o
wore important requisite  than gpeed,
It has boen apolied with entire sueeess
o more than six thousand engines now in
use for pumpiong, vrinting, geinding hoist-
ing.running sowing muchines, wood saw-
ing and other domestic purposes.

Whence Inventions Comae,

In the matter of ingenuity the Ameri-
can people lead the world, writes a cor-
respondent of the New York Herald,
More applications for patents are re-
ceived and more patents are granted at
the patent oflice in thiz eity than any
other two countrics of FEurops.  Great
Britain ¢omes next on the list, Franee
third and Germany fourth, Tt was not
until 15 thar the putent office wns or-
ganized ns 4 separate burenn with a com-
i=stoner and suitable nssistants for the
proper discharge of its duties, 1t is
rather n singuiar fuet that during that
yeur only one application  for o patent
wag liled, The next yeur the numboer in-
ereasod to 106, The mmerense hos stewdily
grown until in 1550 20507 applleations
were filed, The whole nmmber of pat-
ents granted since 1856 = in routnd num-
bers, @55,000,  The applications for pat-
onts ure ra";:unlml w5 oo ool index of the
goneral  business  prosperity  of  the
country. When times are dull inventors
realize that capital is slow to risk the sue-
eess of their oxperiments. On the other
hand, when money is plentiful it is n
poor inventor who can not find some one
willing, at least to pay the legal expenses
pecessary to the taking ont of his patent.
It may be said en passant, if this theory
of the putent ollice holds good that the
COUnLrY was never in 4 more prosperous
condition, mmasmuch us the number of ap-
plufmuu-: for 1834 exceeded by several
thonsand those of any preceding year.

More patents have boon granted to the
eitiztns of Noew York than to those of any
other state.  This is owing probably to
lier lurger population. Upon tnis hypoti-
esis Pennsylvania takes the second place,
and aceording to the sume reasomng 1l
nois or Olpo should come next, bt the
truth 15 that Morgachusetts holds the
third place, with Hlmois fourth and Ohio
